West-minstek, Sept. 23. — It waa re-' 
ported to Mr. More8l)y this niorning that 
an old man had attempted to coiiiiuit sui- 
cide on the Vancouver road about one 
and a half miles from this city. Mr. 
Moresby procured the services of Dr. 
Dewolf Smith and loft iiiiniediately, and 
ill a few iniiuUes was by tlio side of the 
wounded man, who fortunutely was still 
living. On examination it was found that 
the would-be suicide had cub the main 
artery of both his wrista and had also 
made a deep cut on the side of his neck 
close lo the jugular vein. The instrument; 
used waa a small penknife, not very 
sharp, and the iiuinbor of incisions sho.ved 
that the unfortunate man was fully de- 
termined to take his life. Dr. Smith 
took up the veins and bandaged the 
wounds, and although much blood was 
lost the man's life will probably be saved. 
Tbe would-be suicide's naiiio is Alexander 
McFarlane. lie was for several years an 
iiiniato of the Royal Cohitnbiaii Hospitid. 
F'or a time ho was apntioiit sudering from 
a wound in the head, but was latterly a(;t- 
ing in the capacity of assistant steward. 
He was discharged from the hospital a 
short time ago, and since then has been 
drinking lieavily. This, together with 
the wound on his bead, which aficcted 
the brain soiiiowhat, was tlio cause 
of the rash act. On being ques- 
tioned by Mr. Moresby, McFarlanoaccount- 
ed for cutting himself by saying that h e 
had been drinking heavily for some time. 
Ue became despondent and wanted to 
end his life. He is now in jkU and is 
receiving tho best attention and will pro- 
bably recover. 

D. D. Webber, of Port Uanimond, 
brought lo town yesterday half-a-dozen 
ears of sweet corn which beats anything : 
wo have seen in or out of British Colum- : 
bill. The ears averagcil 11^ inches in , 
length and Hk inches in eircumference and' 
weighed nearly two jmunds. The corn 
was ])lantcd on May 2-lth. Mr. Webber 
will send some of litis (iiio corn to tho 
Provincial exhibition at Victoria. Ho has 
also sent some in 14-foot stalks to the 
Toronto exhibition. 

Chehalis Qreek, probably the best trout 
stream in the vicinity of Harrison Lake, 
will be de»\royed before many months 
are over. The Indians have nets stretched 
across it at dill'ereiit points, ostensibly for 
eatcbiiig salmon, but really for the pur- 
pose of tietliiig tho line large trout, with 
which tlie Htrcaiii ahouiids. As much as 
100 pounds of trout liiwo been captured 
hy one of these nets in one day, which 
means the extinction of the fish from the 
Chehalis if not cbeckml iiiimedialely. 

A resident of Elgin has heconie insane, 
and as he is acting in rather a dangerous 
nianner, Mr. Moresby has given orders to 
have liini arrested and brought to theisity 
for medical examination.

Tlio Province lias now a jiiiblio achou 
ayaloni which will boar coiuparisou with 
that (if any of the othor Provinces of the 
Duiuiniou. is it not time to consider what 
ought to- be done for higher education ? 
All tho other Provinces have well equipped 
colleges, colleges which were founded iu 
early days when there appeared to be 
little hope of thoir reaching their present 
point of ollicionoy, and when tlioro were 
very few atuilonta to take lulvaiilHge 



thoni. Briti.sli Columbia aloiiu has iiiiicIl 
no provision for her sons anil diiiightert 
Boekiiii; liighur odncation. aiuj in coiiae 
(|iieiice of her neglect finds her youn;.: 
people drawn away to the United States 
and other parts of the Dominion iu search 
of an alma mater. In many instances this 
leads to their remaining where they have 
received thoir education, and so thoii 
talents and oiiorgios are lost to tlii.s Pro- 
vince. Many objections are otiorcd to 
the establishment of a Provincial I'liiver- 
sity, wliicli it may be well tw cousidei 
before we f^o further. First, the spanse- 
nesa of our popuhitioii ia dwelt upon. 
That there are but very few iu the Pro- 
vince who would take advantage of such 
au,iustitution. Ouranswer is that if the 
university were well equipped' it would 
attract students from beyond our own 
borders, and if it were founded 'on tlic 
modern principle of tho cu-education ol 
the aoxea, oiiual riijhts and jirivilego.-i 
beiiitj granted to the ladies, the halla would 
Bo<in bo filled witli eager scholars. 
Victoria alone would supjily ii 
contingent aullicieiit to warrant the 
establialunent of tho university. 
. .Second. Qraduates of the groat English 
-i' universities,, and the Toronto University, 
pooh, .pooh; the idea of establisHing a uni- 
•' versity hero. They iay it would of ne- 
cessity be a poor afKair, whose degrees 
would bc-of no value and whose faculty 
would bo coinposed of second-rate men. 
Of course our university could not hope 
to cope on o([ual teinis with the great 
seats of learning in Knglund and Scot- 
land, or to arrive at the complutoiiess ol 
the Toronto Iiiatitiition immediately on 
coming into existence, but there is surely 
sufBcient scholarly ability among us to 
prevent mistakes in the appointment ol 
tho faculty, and iu the curriculum of 
the college. Indeed, we should be .lUle 
to take advantage of all of. the newest 
light with roijard to university education 
and HO make our university hi many re- 
Hpecta an advance upon the older institu- 
tions. There are many ways in v.-hich ;l 
now iii.stitution of learning iiiiglit aur])ii».s 
tho old, whih; hicl;ing the jirestigo wliieli 
olil ago liriiigs with it. Third. It i-snHked 
where is the money to come from to carry 
out this scheme. Wb answer, it ought t» 
come from three sou^bes: From the gov- 
ernment, which is responsible fortlioudu- 
tation of thepeople; from the njuiiicipnlity 
wliorevor the college may be situated, and 
we suppose Victoria will be admitted to 
be the only possible site for a university 
in the province, and from tho citizens of 
tho jirovince wiio have been made rich by 
tile jirovinco. .Surely men who have 
prolited by tho mineral wealtli anil 
othor natural resources of the pnivincc 
ought to ho disposed to do something 
for its highest welfare. There are aome 
. ^who might build the colleges and present 
' theth'to thoir' fpUow-oitizens, and many 
who could endow a chair or render large 
assistance in this ' great undertaking. 
I Surely from the above"' s()urces the funds 
I, couhl easily bo in-ocureil to liuild and 
,, oipiip a noble uiiivi.-ially wliii-li would 
attract stiiilonta from all jiarla of the eou- 
tinoiit. Tliii advantages of Victoria as an 
ediicationn! centre cannot lie diaputud. 
'I'hti L-ity, when we have our now wiiter 
•''Hei vice, our Pickering Hystoin of ihninagc 
' '" iiiid our electric ' motor tramways, will b,' 
,■> „.,i^he niost.attmctive and, salubriuus place 
ed liof residence to be. ifouud; L{n< America.

ripen public opinion upon it. Vidtoria-is 
waking up now, and wOjbeU^ve has reach- 
ed "the'tidB' ill her affairs which taken at 
tho flood will lead iior nn to fortune." 

CHAMBERLAIN'S POSITION. 

Mr. Ohaml^eirluiu seems dotonninod to 
do all that lies in his power to widen the 
breaoli betAVoen tlio Radical Unionists and 
the section of the Liboral Party which 
continues to follow Mr. Oladstone. 
A'lioii tho split wiia lirat made in tho 
Liboral Party it was thought that though 
the Whigs, who wore conservative ivi al- 
most ovorythinR but tho name, would 
work cordially with the Tories, the lladi- 
cala would soon become disgusted with 
thoir uiicongeuiid companions luid be glad 
to got back again to their old friends. 
Although Lord Hiirtiiigton might work 
well with tho Marcpiia of Salisbury it was 
predicted that Chamberlain and his con- 
tiiigont would not remain long |)atient 
under the reatraiiit.s of Toryism. l'>iit tho 
sagacious politicians wero at fault. It has 
turned out that the Radicals have fol- 
lowed tho Tiivy Premier ([uitc as cheer- 
fully and coutontodly as the Whigs, and 
Clianiborlain is far more bitter in his 
opposition to his old luader than Harting- 
toii. It is possible that Lord Salisburj- 
has been at luoro pains to conciliate tho 
Radical loader lUid to make things pleas- 
ant for hiiii than ho liiw been to 
make his idliaiiuo with 1 larl iiigtou lirm. 
However that imiy be, it ia certain that 
tha Liboral-ConacrvaliN e.i have paid Mr. 
Chamberlain a groat deal of attention. Selec- 
ting hiiu as the head of the commission to 
negotiate tho lisliery treaty with the 
U 11 i tod States was » very high and at the 
sumo time ait e.vuocdingly delicate com- 
pliment. It is ()uite evideut that he 
preciated the distinction, for tie has been 
since his return from Amorica a very zeal- 
ous supporter iif the ( lovetiiiiient. Hi.s 
opposition ti I ( llinlstone, ti.n, ha.s also if 
possible been iiioio strouiKm.s. llis utter- 
ances at Bradford are ovidriitly iiiteiidcd 
to cmivimWthn niitidii that there is not 
tho slight jst hiipe that he or the school 
of politicians to whicli ho. belongs will be 
e\'or again recitnciled to Mr. Gladstone. 
Ho had before drawn the swoid against 
tho (irand Old Man, he Ims now in thv, 
most public iiiaiiner possible tliiown away 
the scabbard. lli.s ileclarat ion of all 
giunce to Lord Salisbury and his unquali- 
fied ap'proval of the course which th 
Promior has i)ur.sued will no doubt strength- 
en the (joveriinient and give it greater con 
fidcp.ce in its own .iLa'dlity. Certain of 
the .Htipport of both the Liboral and tlu' 
Radical L iiioiiistb Lord Salisbury may 
continue to carry out tlie policy Jia has in 
aiigurated without a fear uf defeat. Mr. 
Chuniherlain's plain-speaking will no 
doubt exasperate thaue whom he op))o8U8, 
both Kiigliali and Irish, and they will do 
their very liest to discredit him and to 
bring about hia del'oiit at tho liuxt geiu'ral 
election. But he is ji strong mail. He 
has abifity ami he has (^miragt!. He is 
also ambit loiia. .Such a iii.tii In not easily 
put down. He lina deliberately jiitted 
himself against Mr. I i ladstone. He evi 
dently e.xpects to keep from the Home 
Rule party a large spction of the Engli.sli 
Liberals. Will ho succeed ? Time will 
toll. ■ 

A SIXUULAK AITKAL. 

Tho question of disallownnce is one in 
which all the pruvincus of the Dominion 
are deeply interested. An arbitrary and 
unreasonable use of the ]>ower of tlie veto 
would be ii^jurillua to.llie welfare of the 
whole Doiniuioii. It Ih of the utmost im- 
portance that the powers of Bolf-govern- 
iiieiit granted to the iiroviiices should be 
interfered with by the general g<ivern- 
nieiit as little ii.s jiossible. Suc-h inter- 
ference when not imperatively called for 
by the coniuion good begets discontent 
and tends vrcak on the confederation. 

II this matter the cause of one provhico, 
when properly viewed, is tho cause of 
all. If the legislation of Quebec is with- 
out due caiKse aiiiuilled b^' the general 
government, there ia no knowing how 
soon British Culuinhia may be iniide' 
the victim of arbitrary interference, It is 
therefore undeiiialde lloit the power of 
the veto .sliuulil be used with the utmost 
care and (liseretion. It i.s clear, too, that 
if the Doiiiiiiion i.s to remain united 
and its jleojilu are to continue 
contented with their imtitiitions it 
should be exercised as seldom as poasible. 
To let it fall into disuse, as has buun tho 
case in Great Britain, v/ould be an im- 
possibility. As the Dumiuiun ia a Feder- 
ation, tlieru must be some authority to 
decide upon the coiistitutioiialrty of pro- 
vincial legialatiun, aiidtosee that the laws 
of the dill'oroiit provinces do not clash. 
Kveii in the Ihiited State:!, vvhere each 
ineiiiber of the Peder.-Uioii is .sovei'oigii 
within its own jurisdiction, it h.-is been 
found neces.siuy to constitute a tribunal 
with authority to decide whether tho laws 
unacted by the dilFcrent slates aro within 
that jurisdiction. It so happens tlflit the 
question to bo decided with 'reBpoct to tho 
Magistrates Act' is ouo of this nature. 
The (ieneral (iovernment did not uiider- 
tako to say whether tho law is r<!<|uiied or 
whether m' not it ia in accordance with 
souml policy. It merely in elle.ct t(dd the 
IJ'ivormiieiitof (Juehec •'I Imh law is boyoiid 
your coiistitutiunid poweis luid conse- 
iiuontly ifc canimt n.'ceive the < iovei nor- 
Uoilbrars sanction." The cpiestion to be 
deoided then ia simply one of oonstitu- 
bionnllaw., Hiu the legislature of tbopro- 
vili5oi>f Quebec the right to pass the bill or 
not ? It is ovideiit that nono but a legal 
tribuiiid can dooide tliis riuestion. The 
.Miui.sterof .Justice who ia known to l)e 
an able l.iwyer Bays one thing, Mr. Mor 
cier whoso legal reputation is good aay.s 
another. V^'lio is to decide between 
them / Certainly not n crowd of (i,\cit(Ml 
citizens who know liotliiiig wliatev'er about 
law, and who li'tve taken up as their cry 
without haviiigaiiy very distinct notion of 
what it iiio.His, "Down with the Veio." 
If lilo Hubjool were nok s > important, and 
if tho cons'equeuvos involved ui it were 



not 80 serious, it would bo amusing to soo 
Mr. Meroier seriously arguing this doli- 
tuito and ditlicult question of constitutional 
law before such an asaomblago as was col- 
lected on St. .rainea'iSipiate, Montreal, on 
the evening of the 13th. It is safe to say 
that his reasoning-* was Greek ..to niuety- 
nine'-outof every huudrod of his auditors. 
This is no refleotioif on the intelligence o^ 
the 'mass of the citizens, of Montreal, for 
tho same might be said in similiar circuiu- 
stancua of any crowd cullooted to hoar a 
prominent politician in any city on tho 
continent of America. Law ques- 
tions aro ditlicult and roiiuire 
deep study and u special training 
thoroughly to undoritand them. And it 
is no repniach to any unprofessional man 
to say that he is not in a position to form 
an intelligent opinion on a question of 
constitutional law, offltand, and after 
hearing tho advocates of one side only. 
The absurdity of Mr. Mercior's position 
on tho platform at >St. .lames' Square must 
strike any one who has aiij' idea of fair- 
nesa, and who ia blessed with the slightest 
aense of humor. But, there was a part of 
Mr. Mercior's spoosiTi whicli his hearers 
could fully understand, which tiiey could 
reinombor and which they could repeat to 
their compatriots. This ia it: "How 
comes it that these clauses aro valid in a 
law passed by our predecessors and in- 
valid by a law passed by us/ Why/ 
.Sinqily because it came from Quebec and 
(>>uebec ia peopled by French Canadians 
and Roman Catholics. Wo aro impu- 
dently denied a right which is fully given 
to the English Protestant Provinces." 
This fire-brand thrown .'nto the crowd 
was no doubt intended to have its etljct. 
Those who could not coinprelieiid 
the speaker's legal arguiiients could 
feel tho full force of this appeal 
to religious jealousies and race prejudices. 
Its tiagrant injustice may provoiit its tlo- 
iiig the harm which it is clear Mr. Mer- 
cier intended it should ell'ect. Any uiio 
at all acquainteil with the Duiiiiiiioii need 
not be told that French Canailians li.ivo 
received from Sir .loliii Macdonald's (Iov- 
ernment full jnstioe. lie has sheiwii theui 
every coiiaidefatioii. lie has indeed been 
accused of treating them undue favor. 
.\iid it is well known that men of all 
creeds have been treated with perfect im- 
partiality by the present administration. 
It Homotimes happens that those who in 
tend to do niisi'hief by poison defeat tlieii 
own object by lulmiiiisteriiig too large a 
dose. It ia devoutly to be hoped that 
such a result will follow Mr. Mercier'a 
iiofarioua attempt to poison the minila of 
tho I'ieneli Canadians and other Catholics 
of the province of Quebec. 

EUITOHIAL COMMENTS. 

Til K Toronto Evening I'elefiruin is de- 
lighted with tho enthusiasm disiilaytnl hy 
the citizens iu greeting Lord .Stanley. 
The welcome, it aaya, w.a.s llaLtering ti 
the (iuveriiiir (ieneral and creditable to 
the citizens. In short, the ovation w.is 
stupendous; but the best thing ahoul it. 
in the estiniatiop of our coiiteiiiiiorary, 
wa.s that it was cliea]). "Never," it .say.s 
gushingly, "did sfi im|)osing a roceptimi 
cost the city so little." Wo have heard 
of cheap enthusiasm before, but never I 
knew exactly what it meant. It iiiAy be 
delinod as plenty of cheering, a slim dia- 
|ilay irf buulilig, and no champ.agiie. It 
is delightful to tiiid that though Toronto 
was on iivatiiig bent it had a frugal iniiiil. 

It is cheering to see that educ'ilinn i.s 
progressing in the NorthwesL Territories. 
There wore last year in the ProtesUant 
.sell xds '2,425 pupils; this year there are 
2,H0l; all increase of 319, or about 13 per 
cent in 1^ single year. The number of 
children taught in the Catholic schools 
wo>e iu 18S7, 718, and in 1888, C49, a de- 
crease of GO. l^he cause of this decrease 
is not given. Tho number of schools al- 
ready in the Territories ia 111 and the 
number of Teaeliers I'Jf). The schools in 
the town.s and villages are well alti;nded, 
but in tho cuunti-y i)laces which are not 
yet thickly settled the attendance is nre- 
easarily small. A good beginning has 
been made and OS the country tills iqi the 
schools „ ill no doubt-increase in propor- 
tion.
